HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  QUARTER 

January  4     -  Beginning  of  the  Second  Semester. 

Several  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Education  and  Budget  Committee  to 
discuss  the  tentative  budget. 

Met  with  the  Committee  on  Boards  and  Institutions.    Our  H.B.  435  passed. 
We  now  are  allowed  5  Board  Members,  two  of  whom  are  men.    The  age  for 
commitment  now  is  10-18  instead  of  8-18.    We  no  longer  need  to  buy  bonds 
for  our  Board  Members .    This  was  all  settled  by  the  34th  Legislative 
Assembly. 

All  girls  visited  the  Legislature  during  the  34th  Session.    They  were 
taken  by  classes  and  we  also  toured  the  Museum  at  the  same  time.  Our 
orchestra  and  chorus  entertained  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
one  afternoon  of  the  last  week  of  the  session. 

February  14  -  The  orchestra  and  chorus  entertained  the  Kiwanians  during  their  Monday 
Luncheon  meeting.    The  Kiwanians  were  very  pleased  with  the  selections 
rendered  and  presented  the  girls  with  a  check  for  $250  which  we  used  to 
pay  on  a  new  projector. 

February  14  -  Tea  at  Governor's  home.    Heads  of  Institutions'  wives  in  receiving  line. 

March  3         -  All  Indian  girls  were  taken  to  the  Crow  Indian  Ceremonies  and  Dances 
at  the  Civic  Center.    They  enjoyed  and  recalled  having  danced  many  of 
the  dances  presented. 

March  13       -  Music  pupils  attended  the  Helena  Symphony  Concert  at  the  High  School 
Auditorium  as  guests  of  the  Union  Bank  and  Trust  Company. 


Miss  Miller  gave  the  California  Mental  Maturity  Tests  and  the  California  Achievement 
Tests  to  everyone  in  the  school.    Out  of  the  60  who  took  the  test: 

1  Superior 
37  Average 
17  Inferior 

5  Very  Inferior 
22  out  of  the  60  were  below  average. 

Six  girls  during  this  quarter  prepared  to  enter  the  state-wide  contest  in  declamation. 
Five  of  the  six  who  went  to  Butte  placed  in  the  finals.    Seven  of  this  year's  class 
are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  G.  V.  S.  Chapter  of  the  National  Thespian  Society. 

Our  Annual  Report  will  have  more  in  detail  about  our  year's  activities  in  the  various 
departments. 

Our  population  has  been  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds.    We  are  literally  bursting  at 
the  seams.    If  this  increase  in  population  keeps  up  consistently,  we  will  be  obliged 
to  plan  for  more  school  space  as  well  as  more  cottage  space. 

The  Executive  Board  met  during  this  quarter  and  were  given  complete  reports  on  the 
educational  developments,  physical  plant,  financial  status  and  all  the  parole  and 
work-placement  problems  to  come  up  at  the  end  of  school  year.    Mrs.  Ralph  Wiggenhom 
our  new  board  member  was  with  us  for  the  first  time  since  her  appointment. 

BUSINESS  OFFICE 

The  work  in  the  business  office  is  progressing  nicely  and  everything  is  up  to  date. 
The  books  are  closed  for  March  and  found  to  be  in  balance.    A  Trial  Balance  and 
Financial  Statement  are  attached  to  this  report.
